Thatcher funeral set for next week 
in divided Britain

LONDON (AFP) - 
Britain's Queen Eliz¬ 
abeth II will lead 
mourners at next 
week's funeral of 
Margaret Thatcher, 
the first time the 
monarch will have 
attended the cere¬ 
mony of one of her 
former prime minis¬ 
ters since Winston 
Churchill died in 
1965. 

Tributes from 
world leaders who 
hailed the role of the 
"Iron Lady" in bring¬ 
ing down commu¬ 
nism kept flooding in 
as the British govern¬ 
ment announced that 
the funeral would be 
on Wednesday next 
week in London's St 
Paul's Cathedral. 

Speculation 
mounted yesterday 
that former Soviet 
leader Mikhail Gor¬ 
bachev and ex-US first lady 
Nancy Reagan would be in¬ 
vited to the ceremonial fu¬ 
neral, one step down from the 
state funeral given to 
Churchill, but the same hon¬ 
our afforded to the Queen 
Mother and to Princess 
Diana. 

But "Maggie" remained as 
polarising in death as she did 
in life, with violence erupting 
at street parties celebrating 
the demise of a figure who 
critics say destroyed millions 
of lives with her free-market 
economic policies. 

Thatcher, Britain's first fe¬ 
male prime minister and 
longest serving premier of 
the 20th century, died on 
Monday aged 87 after suffer¬ 
ing a stroke. She had suffered 
dementia for more than a 
decade. 

Foreign Secretary William 
Hague, a fellow Conserva¬ 
tive, told a briefing yesterday 
ahead of a meeting with G8 
counterparts that Britain was 
grateful for the condolences 
from around the world. 


"She was an inspiration to 
many people in other coun 
tries, not just this country, 
particularly people aspiring 
to their own freedom and 
democracy at a time they 
didn't have it, such as behind 
the Iron Curtain," Hague 
said. 

Condolence books were 
set up at several British em¬ 
bassies around the world. 

Pope Francis was among 
the latest to pay tribute to 
Thatcher, hailing her "pro¬ 
motion of freedom". Similar 
tributes have come from US 
President Barack Obama 
and dozens of current and 
former world leaders includ¬ 
ing her one-time Soviet ad¬ 
versary Gorbachev. 

Current British Prime 
Minister David Cameron's 
office said the government 
had agreed during a meeting 
with Thatcher's family and 
Buckingham Palace that her 
funeral would take place 
next Wednesday, followed 
by a private cremation. 

"A wide and diverse 
range of people and groups 


with connections to Lady 
Thatcher will be invited," it 
said. 

Thatcher's coffin will rest 
in the Houses of Parliament 
the night before the funeral 
and will be taken through the 
streets on a gun carriage to 
the cathedral with full mili¬ 
tary honours.Several Conser¬ 
vative lawmakers have called 
for her to receive a full state 
funeral but her spokesman 
Lord Tim Bell said Thatcher 
had specifically said such an 
observance was "not appro¬ 
priate". 

A private ambulance ac¬ 
companied by police motor¬ 
cycle outriders removed 
Thatcher's body early Tues¬ 
day from the luxury Ritz 
hotel in central London 
where she spent the last days 
of her life, an AFP photogra¬ 
pher said. 

Lawmakers have been re¬ 
called to parliament today to 
debate Thatcher's legacy and 
will vote on a motion paying 
tribute to her.

ORANJESTAD - The govern¬ 
ment considers it very impor¬ 
tant for the community to be 
fully aware of the 5 changes in 
our labor laws approved in 
Parliament. It is important for 
everyone to be aware of the 
benefits that these changes 
have wrought, says Minister of 
Labor, Otmar Oduber. 

The salary limit has not 
been revised for the past 20 
years here. The change in the 
law, which took effect on April 
1st 2013, is extremely positive 
and covers 80% of our labor 
force with protection and ben¬ 
efits compared to the 60% of 
those who were covered under 
the old Labor Ordinance. 

The salary limit under the 
old Labor Ordinance was 
Afls.32.214, - per year, which is 
Afls.2.685, 50 per month. The 


new Ordinance provides for a 
double increase of the mini¬ 
mum wage (Alls. 1.636, 70). 
Initially the factor 2 will be in¬ 
creased annually with 0.1 dur¬ 
ing a 5 year period up to a 
maximum of 2.5 times the min¬ 
imum wage (article 3 AV 2013). 


Someone who currently 
earns a monthly salary of 
Afls.3.273, 40 or a salary of 
Afls.39.380, 80 per year will 
be protected under the laws of 
the Labor Ordinance. 

According to the govern¬ 
ment, anyone earning more 
than the afore mentioned 
amounts will not be covered 
by the Labor Ordinance. These 
persons will have to arrange 
for conditions inclusive in their 
work contract or in a collective 
working agreement. 

The government wants to 
ensure that every employee in 
the labor force be given the 
proper job security and a stable 
work environment so that they 
can work in all tranquility and 
truly feel protected as a result 
of these changes in our Labor 
Laws. 


DAO representatives will explain new 
labor laws during informative sessions 


ORANJESTAD - Aruba’s Par¬ 
liament just passed new labor 
laws that will effect every sec¬ 
tor of Aruban business. The 
legal department of the Labor 
Office announced they will be 
conducting informative semi¬ 
nars over the next two months, 
to acquaint employers and 
workers with how these 
changes and new laws will af¬ 
fect them. 

Aside from the two new 
laws going into effect, includ¬ 
ing one regarding temporary 
workers employed for over 12 
months, 3 established laws 
have been changed. Changes 
are in regard to the Civil Code, 
Labor Ordnance, Minimum 
Salary, Temporary Workers 
and Administration of Labor 
Laws. 

Informative session will 
begin on Lriday, April 12, in 
the conference room of the 
Aruba Trade and Industry As¬ 
sociation, ATIA headquarters 
in Dakota. The topic will par¬ 
ticularly pertain to temporary 
workers, the agencies that 
place them and their client 
companies. The seminar will 
be from 2:00 until 4:00 PM. 
Each information seminar fol¬ 
lowing the first will focus on a 


particular area of employment 
and how it will be affect by the 
new laws. 

On Tuesday, April 16, the 
informative session will be 
conducted in the auditorium of 
the EPI School and will pertain 
to the HORECA, HOtel/ 
REstaurant/Cafe workers, 
from 4:00 to 6:00 PM. 

Changes in the law regard¬ 
ing those working in small and 
large commercial ventures will 
be explained on Tuesday, April 
23 in the ATIA conference 
room from 2:00 to 4:00 PM. 
Companies offering other mis¬ 
cellaneous services have and 
information session at the 
ATIA on Tuesday, May 21 be¬ 
ginning at 2:00 PM. The pro¬ 


gram pertaining to construc¬ 
tion companies and workers 
will be on Thursday, May 23 
from 2:00 to 4:00 PM in the 
same venue. 

DAO will return to the EPI 
auditorium on Thursday, May 
30, with a presentation and Q 
& A session for the general 
public from 4:00 to 6:00 PM. 
The information sessions will 
be conducted in Papiamento.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
US government is investiga¬ 
ting pilot texting in the 2011 
crash of an emergency medical 
helicopter that killed all four 
people onboard. 

At a public hearing yester¬ 
day, officials of the National 
Transportation Safety Board 
revealed evidence suggesting 
that text messaging by the pilot 
contributed to the crash near 
Mosby, Missouri. 

NTSB chairwoman Debo¬ 
rah Hersman said the accident 
"juxtaposes old issues of pilot 
decision making with a 21st 
century twist: distractions from 
portable electronic devices." 

The independent govern¬ 
ment safety agency has blamed 
texting for road and rail acci¬ 
dents, including a 2008 Cali¬ 
fornia head-on train crash that 
killed 25 people. 

In the case of the helicopter 
crash, the pilot was "both dis¬ 
tracted and fatigued," said 
NTSB investigator Bill Bram¬ 
ble. 

But topping the safety is¬ 
sues involved in the crash was 
"distraction due to personal 
texting," the NTSB said. 

The Eurocopter AS350 B2 
helicopter, operated by LifeNet, 
was transporting a patient to a 
hospital in Liberty, Missouri, 
when it crashed on August 26, 
2011 about one mile short of 


where the pilot hoped to refuel. 

The pilot, accompanied by 
a flight nurse and flight para¬ 
medic, had acknowledged he 
was running short of fuel and 
intended to refuel at Mosby. 

Evidence suggested the 
pilot was distracted by text 
messaging during the period 
when the helicopter was being 
returned to service to pick up 
the patient, during both flights 
and between flights, the safety 
board said. 

The "unnecessary, self-in¬ 
duced distraction" occurred 
when safety-critical activities 
were being performed on the 
ground and in the air, Bramble 
said. 

Among the preflight prob¬ 
lems, the helicopter took off to 
pick up the patient with just 
one hour of fuel onboard, 
though the pilot reported two 
hours of fuel available. 

Eventually the helicopter 
lost power because it had less 
than one liter of fuel remain¬ 
ing, according to the NTSB’s 
initial findings. 

The pilot also was fatigued, 
having slept a maximum of 
five hours the previous night 
due to personal activities. 

Hersman said the Mosby 
accident involved "perhaps the 
most crucial and time-honored 
aspect of safe flight: aeronau¬ 
tical decision making."

From across Europe, admirers lay 
flowers at Thatcher's doorstep 



LONDON (AFP) - Outside 
Margaret Thatcher’s plush cen¬ 
tral London townhouse, a slow 
but steady stream of well- 
wishers laid flowers yesterday 
in tribute to the late British 
premier. 

The creamy-white four- 
storey home where a frail 
Thatcher spent her quiet final 
years is on Chester Square, a 
plush oasis of calm two streets 
away from London’s busy Vic¬ 
toria railway terminus. 

Its reinforced black door, 
with a brass lion knocker, is 
reminiscent of the famous 
front door of 10 Downing 
Street, just a mile and a half 
(2.5 kilometres) away, from 
where Thatcher governed 
Britain from 1979 to 1990. 

Two police officers guard 
the doorway as sympathisers 
quietly lay their tributes to the 
’’Iron Lady,” who died Monday. 

Thatcher’s home is a few 
minutes’ walk from London's 
main bus terminal, where 
countless newcomers from the 
new democracies of eastern 
Europe first set foot on British 
soil. Among those who came 
to lay flowers were immigrants 
from such countries, which 
Thatcher steadfastly fought to 


liberate from communism. 

From Ostrava in the eastern 
Czech Republic, Martin Wolf, 
37, works at the upmarket 
Mandarin Oriental hotel in 
London where Thatcher staged 
her 80th birthday party. 

He thought it was partly 
down to Thatcher's influence 
that people from eastern Eu¬ 
rope are free to live and work 
in Britain. 

"She was very friendly with 
our country and went there 
after the communist time,” he 
told AFP. "I'm very sad. I'm in¬ 
terested in everything about 
her life. She was, for me, a 
great, great woman. She is a 
big icon. People of course re¬ 
member her in the Czech Re¬ 
public.” 


He was dismayed at how 
some left-wing Britons have 
been celebrating her death. 

"I'm shocked. How is this 
possible? Maybe she wasn't 
right all the time but I think 
this is horrible,” he said. 

As a van delivered another 
impressive bouquet, Diaconu 
Dumitru, 33, from Craiova in 
southern Romania, who works 
as a chef in a Vietnamese 
restaurant, also laid flowers by 
the black wrought-iron fence 
in front of the house. 

"It's a sad day because she 
was a great lady. A good politi¬ 
cian. She had a lot of very bril¬ 
liant ideas. She put a big value 
on ending the Cold War. I have 
read a lot of things about her,” 
he said.

Top EU states launch project to clamp 
down on tax-dodgers 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - A US 
college student yesterday 
wounded 14 people, two of 
them critically, in an appar¬ 
ently unprovoked mass stab¬ 
bing in Texas, police said, 
announcing that a suspect had 
been taken into custody. 

Authorities were alerted to 
a ’’male on the loose, stabbing 
people," shortly after 11:00am 
at Lone Star College near 
Houston, Sheriff Adrian Gar¬ 
cia, of the Harris County Sher¬ 
iffs Office, told reporters. 

"A suspect has been taken 
into custody, a white male, that 
we believe is approximately 21 


rolled," he said, confirming the 
reported number of victims, 
two of whom refused treat¬ 
ment. 

The college was placed on 
lockdown after the alert was 
raised, with students being 
taken off campus while build¬ 
ings were searched for the sus¬ 
pect. 

An alert on the school’s 
website said the incident oc¬ 
curred "near and around the 
Health Science Center and re¬ 
mains an active crime scene 
with changing and evolving in¬ 
formation." The college was 
due to reopen today. 


PARIS (AFP) - The EU’s five 
biggest economies yesterday 
announced a pilot project to 
exchange more information 
between them in a move to 
clamp down on secret bank ac¬ 
counts held abroad. 

In a letter to the European 
Commission, Britain France, 
Germany, Italy and Spain said 
they had agreed to work on set¬ 
ting up a multilateral exchange 
facility which "will not only 
help in catching and deterring 


Vet drug bute 
found in 
British 
corned beef 


LONDON (AFP) - British su¬ 
permarket chain Asda yester¬ 
day recalled all of its budget 
corned beef range after veteri¬ 
nary drug phenylbutazone was 
found in some samples. 

The product was withdrawn 
last month after traces of horse 
DNA were discovered, and 
further analysis revealed the 
presence of "bute" at the level 
of four parts per billion (4ppb). 

It is the first time bute has 
been found in a meat sample, 
according to the Food Stan¬ 
dards Agency, and no other 
Asda products are thought to 
be affected. 

The FSA assured customers 
that the chances of anyone 
falling ill after eating such 
meat were minimal. 

"Horse meat containing 
phenylbutazone presents a 
very low risk to human 
health," said Chief Medical 
Officer Professor Dame 
Sazone. 

Phenylbutazone, known as 
bute, is a commonly used med¬ 
icine in horses. It is also pre¬ 
scribed to some patients who 
are suffering from a severe 
form of arthritis," she added.

The facility is inspired by 
the Foreign Account Tax Com¬ 
pliance Act set up in the US in 
2010 which requires all Ame¬ 
ricans to declare their overseas 
accounts.

The letter to the EU, of 
which AFP obtained a copy, 
also stated that the countries 
"look forward to discussing 
how progress can be made 
within Europe on improving 
tax information exchange be¬ 
tween all member states," and 
urged for progress on a 2011 
directive that "provides for 
mandatory exchange of infor¬ 
mation". 

EU Tax Commissioner Al- 
girdas Semeta welcomed the 
move, saying that "automatic 


exchange of information, 
which has been the long-time 
EU standard, is the only way 
forward. The recent evolution 
of the US approach further 
confirms this." 

"I can only support any ef¬ 
fort to speed up expanding the 
scope of automatic exchange 
and of pushing our standard 
globally." 

Austria and Luxembourg 
are the only EU members that 
do not participate in an auto¬ 
matic exchange of information 
on EU residents who have 
bank accounts in their coun¬ 
tries. Luxembourg announced 
over the weekend however that 
it was prepared to lift the con¬ 
troversial measure, while Aus¬ 
tria has only gone as far as to 
say that it is prepared to dis¬ 
cuss it. 

The French government de¬ 
scended into a crisis after the 
country's former budget minis¬ 
ter and tax tsar, Jerome 
Cahuzac, recently admitted to 
having stashed away hundreds 
of thousands of euros in a se¬ 
cret bank account abroad for 
about two decades.

Israeli settler gets life for 1997 
Palestinian murders 


CAIRO (AFP)-A Dutch jour¬ 
nalist was briefly detained in 
Cairo after a group of Egyp¬ 
tians accused her of spying as 
she interviewed people, a col¬ 
league and a police official said 
on Tuesday. 

Freelance journalist Rena 
Netjes was carrying out inter¬ 
views for a report on youth un¬ 
employment on Monday when 
passers-by accused her of spy¬ 
ing and handed her over to po¬ 
lice, Dutch colleague Bas 
Altena told AFP. 

Netjes was released on 
Tuesday afternoon after spend¬ 
ing the night in jail, lawyer 
Ragia Omran said. 

Dutch ambassador Gerard 
Steeghs wrote on his Twitter 
account that Netjes was freed 
after he had spoken with the 
state prosecutor. 

’’But she will have to update 
her Egyptian press card. I just 
picked her up," he wrote on 
Twitter. 

Bas Altena, her colleague, 
said over the telephone from 
Amsterdam that Netjes called 
him after her arrest and told 


him she had spent the night in 
jail and was taken to a court on 
Tuesday morning. 

"They were saying: you're a 
spy, you're a spy," she re¬ 
counted to Altena of her arrest. 

The Dutch radio station 
BNR which employs Netjes 
quoted her as saying she was 
interviewing a group of youths 
in a cafe when the owner asked 
to see her passport. He then ac¬ 
cused her of inventing stories 
and called the police. 

She said police found text 
messages on her phone, of the 
sort activists send to journal¬ 
ists, calling for President Mo- 
hamed Morsi's overthrow, 
according to BNR's website. 

A police official told AFP 
that Netjes would face ques¬ 
tioning on the text messages 
found on her mobile. 

Some Egyptians view for¬ 
eigners with suspicion. A tele¬ 
vision advertisement sponsored 
by a security service had 
warned Egyptians not to reveal 
information to foreigners who 
might be spies. 


JERUSALEM (AFP) - An Is¬ 
raeli court on Tuesday sen¬ 
tenced an extreme rightwing 
US-born Jewish settler to two 
life terms in prison for the 
murder of two Palestinians in 
1997. 

Jack Teitel, 40, was found 
guilty in January of murdering 
a bus driver and a shepherd, as 
well as of two separate at¬ 
tempted murders, illegal pos¬ 
session of weapons and 
incitement to violence. 

The religious activist was 
handed two life sentences by 
the Jerusalem District Court, 
one for each of his victims, and 
will have to pay compensation 
of 180,000 shekels 
($47,000/36,000 euros) to each 
of their families. 

Teitel was also sentenced to 
30 years for the two attempted 
murders and other offences. 

"I have no regrets or sor¬ 
row," Teitel told journalists 
after the trial, saying he was 
"proud of being in the service 
of God." 

Delivering sentence, Judge 
Yoed Cohen said: "The day 
after Holocaust Memorial Day 
— which marks the deaths of 
millions of Jews at the hands 


of a racist, insane ideology — 
one man, a Jew, must remem¬ 
ber that you should never kill." 

At the January hearing, the 
court ruled that Teitel was 
mentally competent when he 
carried out the offences, and 
rejected his lawyers' argu¬ 
ments that their client had not 
been mentally stable and was 
therefore not guilty. 

The father-of-four from the 
West Bank settlement of Shvut 
Rachel has been branded by 
the Israeli press as a "Jewish 
terrorist." 

He was arrested in 2009. 

In January, he admitted car¬ 
rying out a 2008 bomb attack 
on the home of leading left- 
wing Israeli professor Zeev 
Stemhell, wounding him. 


JUBA (AFP) - Five Indian 
peacekeepers and at least 
seven UN civilian staff were 
killed yesterday in an ambush 
in South Sudan, officials said, 
a day after warnings about 
spiralling violence there. 

The eastern state of Jonglei 
has been the scene of wide¬ 
spread ethnic conflict since 
South Sudan became inde¬ 
pendent in July 2011, with 
bloody battles between rival 
tribes, including the Dinka, 
Lou Nuer and Murle people. 

Much of the trouble has 
been in Pibor county, where 
the UN peacekeeping force is 
based. 

Bloody clashes between the 
army and a former theology 
scholar turned rebel called 
David Yau Yau from the 
Murle people have devastated 
large parts of this troubled re¬ 
gion. 


Sternhell said on Israeli tel¬ 
evision of Teitel's sentencing: 
"The phenomenon of political 
violence is a daily occurrence 
in Israel, even if Teitel is its 
most extreme manifestation." 

Teitel also admitted sending 
a parcel bomb to a Jewish cou¬ 
ple who accept Jesus as the 
Messiah, wounding their 15- 
year-old son. 

Teitel, who immigrated 
from the United States, is also 
known for his hatred of homo¬ 
sexuals, calling for the murder 
of "sodomites". 

Settlers frequently clash 
with Palestinians in the West 
Bank but killings are rare. The 
most infamous incident was 
the 1994 massacre of 29 Pales¬ 
tinians by a radical American- 
born settler in a mosque in the 
West Bank city of Hebron. 


Amid renewed clashes be¬ 
tween ethnic groups and gov¬ 
ernment forces, UN troops 
have recently stepped up their 
patrols to deter violence and 
fulfil their mission of protect¬ 
ing civilians. 

South Sudan's army 
launched the latest offensive 
against Yau Yau's rebels in 
March. 

India is a major contributor 
to UN peacekeeping forces 
around the world and has suf¬ 
fered losses in the past. 

The UN estimated that over 
600 people were killed and 
around 300 in smaller revenge 
attacks. 

A subsequent state-wide 
disarmament campaign led by 
security forces and mired in 
claims from rights groups of 
abuses against civilians, 
pushed some residents to¬ 
wards Yau Yau's militia 



BOGOTA (AFP) - Colombia's President Juan Manuel Santos led a march for peace 
through Bogota Tuesday, calling for an end to decades of armed conflict at a time when 
peace talks in Havana are under fire from his predecessor Alvaro Uribe. Hundreds of 
soldiers joined Santos and his cabinet ministers at the Plaza of the Fallen Heroes, one 
of seven starting points for the march by thousands of people, many of them in white 
T-shirts and carrying white flags. Santos has opened peace talks with the FARC, a left¬ 
ist guerrilla group founded in 1964. Marchers, bearing signs with the slogan "We are 
a generation of peace," arrived on Bogota's central Plaza Bolivar at noon, when bells 
rang in churches across the country.

Plastic chemical may expose 
foetuses to cancer: agency 


PARIS (AFP) - France said 
Tuesday it would call for Eu¬ 
rope-wide controls on a paper 
product containing bisphenol 
A after a watchdog agency said 
the widely-used chemical may 
expose unborn children to 
breast cancer later in life. 

Bisphenol A, or BPA, is a 
common component of plastic 
bottles and the linings of food 
cans, but some studies have 
linked it to brain and nervous 
system problems, reproductive 
disorders and obesity. 

It has been banned for use in 
baby bottles by the European 
Union, United States and 
Canada. 

France’s ANSES food safety 
agency urged pregnant women 
to avoid food preserved in 
lined cans, or drinking water 
from polycarbonate water 
fountains found in many office 
buildings which it said was a 
"source of exposure to bisphe¬ 
nol A". 

It also advised them to avoid 
handling slips from shop tills, 
and urged further research into 
the risk of exposure for 
cashiers. 

The agency said bisphenol 
A could pose health risks to 
unborn children if their moth¬ 
ers ingested, inhaled or repeat¬ 
edly touched products that 


contain it — including thermal 
paper used in some kinds of 
cash register slips or ATM re¬ 
ceipts. 

Bisphenol is also commonly 
found on CDs and DVDs and 
plastic containers used for mi¬ 
crowave cooking or fridge 
storage. 

Ecology and Energy Minis¬ 
ter Delphine Batho said that on 
the basis of the ANSES report, 
France would recommend that 
the European Commission ban 
the use of bisphenol A in ther¬ 
mal paper receipts. 

In a report summarising sev¬ 
eral global scientific studies on 
the topic up to July 2012, 
ANSES said its experts were 
"moderately" confident of the 
evidence pointing to a risk to 
babies in the womb, though 
the danger for other people re¬ 
mained unclear. 

The risk "may be charac¬ 
terised... by increased sensitiv¬ 
ity of the mammary gland to 
the formation of tumours. The 
risk potentially concerns both 
sexes," said the report. 

There was also a possible 
risk for the foetus' brain, me¬ 
tabolism and reproductive sys¬ 
tem, it added. 

ANSES stressed there were 
still many uncertainties in the 
data. 


Advised by agencies like 
ANSES, the French parliament 
in December voted to ban BPA 
in baby food packaging from 
2013 and in all food containers 
from 2015. 

The chemical is still used 
around the world in plastic 
products, and the United States 
said last year it would not im¬ 
pose a general ban of BPA as 
there was no evidence of harm 
to adults. 

In February, a report on an 
analysis of 150 scientific stud¬ 
ies said bisphenol A may be 
used in quantities too small to 
affect human health. 

Indo-Canadian student 
gives boost to cancer 
treatment 

OTTAWA (AFP) - A Cana¬ 
dian high school student 
has improved an ineffec¬ 
tive experimental cancer 
therapy with a simple 
tweak - pairing it with an¬ 
tibiotics -- earning acco¬ 
lades from a panel of 
eminent scientists. 

Cancer "photothermal 
therapy" - or PTT — in¬ 
volves injecting a patient 
with gold nanoparticles. 
These then accumulate in 
tumors and, when heated 
using light, attack the can¬ 
cer cells. 

The idea has shown 
promise but is not very ef¬ 
fective because the cancer 
cells fight back, producing 
heat-shock proteins to 
protect themselves. 

However, India-born 
High school student Arjun 
Nair, 16, showed how an 
antibiotic (17-AAG) may 
overcome the defenses 
cancer cell deploy and 
make the treatment more 
effective. 

The discovery earned 
Nair the top prize in the 
20th Sanofi BioGENEius 
Challenge Canada. 
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SHANGHAI (AFP) - China's bird flu outbreak is "devas¬ 
tating" poultry sales, an industry group said Tuesday as 
the death toll from the H7N9 virus rose to nine. Since 
China announced over a week ago that H7N9 avian in¬ 
fluenza had been found in humans for the first time, the 
number of people confirmed to have been infected has 
risen to 28. Chinese authorities say they do not know 
how the virus is spreading, though it is believed the in¬ 
fection is passing from birds to humans. China has been 
hit by a series of food scandals in recent years, some 
caused by producers deliberately using sub-standard or 
illegal ingredients, making the public wary over what 
they consume. 


Lead In Baby Food - Targeted 
By Lawsuit 



— Baby food makers like Ger¬ 
ber and Del Monte Foods are 
being targeted by a lawsuit 
from an environmental group 
over product labeling. 

The trial that is currently un¬ 
derway in California will de¬ 
cide whether these large baby 
food companies should place 
warning labels on their prod¬ 
ucts being sold in the state. 

The environmental group, 
Environmental Law Founda¬ 
tion, claims that these compa¬ 
nies are selling products with 
high enough levels of lead to 
require sufficient labeling 
under Proposition 65 which 
ensures that companies warn 


consumers of a toxin 
when they are at 
1/1000th of the amount 
deemed as a public 
health risk. 

But the companies 
claim that the U.S. Food 
and Drug Administra¬ 
tion tested their prod¬ 
ucts and did not find 
lead levels to be high 
enough to require warn¬ 
ing labels, according to their 
lawyers. 

And even more, the defense 
argues that lead occurs natu¬ 
rally in the fruits and vegeta¬ 
bles that comprise their 
products-and if they can prove 
this claim, it could exempt 
them from having to imple¬ 
ment warning labels. 

And with pending litigation 
over the labeling question, the 
plaintiffs hope that companies 
will work toward having no 
lead in their products because 
of the fear of losing business 
due to the threat of unattractive 
warning labels.

Microsoft, Oracle take 
Google to task at EU 
over Android phones 


BRUSSELS (AFP) - Google 
was in the firing line again on 
Tuesday after a group of major 
companies, including Mi¬ 
crosoft and Oracle, com¬ 
plained to the European 
Commission over Google’s of¬ 
ferings for Android-powered 
mobile phones. 

FairSearch said it had filed 
a complaint with the Commis¬ 
sion, charging that the Internet 
giant wanted Android opera¬ 
tors to use its leading applica¬ 
tions such as Maps or 
YouTube. 

It said Google's Android is 
the dominant smartphone op¬ 
erating system, accounting for 
70 percent at end-2012, while 
it had 96 percent of mobile 
phone search advertising. 

The companies grouped in 
FairSearch have also com¬ 
plained about Google in the 
Commission's 2010 anti-trust 
probe of the firm which has 
focused on its dominance of 
the Internet search market. 

Last week, six European 
countries, including France 
and Britain, launched joint ac¬ 
tion against Google to try to 
get it to scale back new moni¬ 
toring powers that watchdogs 
believe violate EU privacy 
protection rules. 


Google last year rolled out 
a common user privacy policy 
for its services that grouped 
some 60 previous sets of rules 
into one and allowed the com¬ 
pany to track users more 
closely to develop targeted ad¬ 
vertising. 

The action came after the 
European Union's 27 member 
states warned Google in Octo¬ 
ber not to apply the new pol¬ 
icy and gave it four months to 
make changes or face legal 
action. 

When that deadline expired 
in February, several European 
data protection agencies set 
up a task force to pursue coor¬ 
dinated action against the US 
giant. 

Google has repeatedly 
maintained that its privacy 
policy respects European law, 
although earlier this month 
Google agreed to pay a $7 mil¬ 
lion fine in the United States 
for stealthily collecting data 
from private Wi-Fi hotspots 
via a mapping service. 

EU Competition Commis¬ 
sioner Joaquin Almunia told 
the New York Times on Tues¬ 
day that Google was due to re¬ 
ceive proposals this week as 
part of the probe into possible 
abuses in its search business.

VATICAN CITY (AFP) - The 
Vatican will organise a confer¬ 
ence to promote adult stem cell 
research as an alternative to re¬ 
search using destroyed human 
embryos, which is considered 
by the Roman Catholic Church 
as deeply unethical and less ef¬ 
fective. 

Cardinal Gianfranco Ravasi, 
head of the Vatican's Pontifical 
Council for Culture, at a brief¬ 
ing on Tuesday said several 
leading world scientists would 
attend including Britain's John 
Gurdon, winner of the Nobel 
Prize for Medicine last year. 

Ravasi said the upcoming 
meeting showed that the 
Church did "not intervene only 
negatively" in the debate on 
stem cell research and that its 
commitment to finding cures 
was not only "words". 

The cardinal said he would 
personally present Pope Fran¬ 
cis with the results of the three- 
day conference, which will 


include examples of successful 
therapy using adult stem cells. 

The conference follows a 
similar one held in November 
2011 and like the previous one 
it is being organised together 
with the US laboratory 
NeoStem, headed up by Robin 
Smith, who is also president of 
the "Stem for Life Founda¬ 
tion".

Brent North Sea crude for 
delivery in May jumped $1.57 
to settle at $106.23 a barrel in 
London trade. 

WTI prices rose "after 
China reported inflation eased 
more than people expected," 
said Bart Melek of TD Securi¬ 
ties. 

The Chinese government 
said the country's consumer 
price index rose 2.1 percent in 
in March, well below the 10- 
month-high of 3.2 percent in 
February and below the 2.4 
percent CPI reading forecast 
by analysts.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
International Monetary Fund 
on Tuesday warned central 
banks to keep an eye on infla¬ 
tion and resist political pres¬ 
sure to focus policy only on 
lowering unemployment. 

With many governments 
desperate to find ways to gen¬ 
erate jobs, the IMF said, it is 
ever more important for central 
banks to assert their independ¬ 
ence to keep an eye on all po¬ 
tential problems in the 
economy — whether growth, 
prices, or jobs. 

"In the wake of the Great 
Recession, there is political ur¬ 
gency to reduce unemploy¬ 
ment," the IMF said in a 
section of its World Economic 
Outlook. 

While the IMF played down 
the immediate threat of a surge 
in inflation, many economists 
remain concerned that the ex¬ 
ceptionally loose monetary 
policies pursued by major cen¬ 
tral banks will eventually spark 
runaway price increases. 

In the four years since the 
global financial crisis, ad¬ 
vanced economies have un¬ 
loaded massive monetary 
firepower to try to jump-start 
growth and create jobs. 


The US Federal Reserve and 
the Bank of England have em¬ 
ployed large bond-purchase 
programs, or quantitative eas¬ 
ing (QE), while the European 
Central Bank has focused on 
lending. 

Last week, the Bank of 
Japan announced an aggressive 
QE program and monetary pol¬ 
icy to tackle deflation and end 
decades of tepid growth. 

So far the wave of easy 
money has not yet unhinged 
widespread expectations that 
prices will remain tame amid 
weak growth. 

In the past, inflation rose as 
unemployment fell, an inverse 
relationship known as the 
Phillips curve. 

That relationship has flat¬ 
tened out, according to IMF 
analysts, and they now warn 
that inflation can suddenly pick 
up without an improvement in 
joblessness if other aspects of 
the situation change — particu¬ 
larly market and consumer ex¬ 
pectations about inflation. 

Central banks would better 
serve their mission if they 
adopt a dual-mandate policy 
that would focus not only on 
inflation but on an explicit 
mandate to stabilize output, the 
IMF said.

Italian priest 
arrested for 4 
million-euro 
fraud 

ROME (AFP) - Italian police 
on last week arrested a priest 
accused of defrauding a Vati¬ 
can-linked hospital in Rome 
that he managed of four mil¬ 
lion euros ($5.1 million), part 
of which he used to buy an 18- 
room villa in Tuscany set on 
23 hectares of land. 

Father Franco Decaminada, 
a friar who took vows of 
poverty, has been placed under 
house arrest. 

He headed up the presti¬ 
gious Immaculate Institute of 
Dermopathology between 
2004 and 2011. 

The specialist hospital has 
been placed under administra¬ 
tion after it registered losses of 
600 million euros and pope 
Benedict XVI in one of his last 
acts as pontiff last month ap¬ 
pointed a cardinal to resolve 
its economic woes. 

The tax police said in a 
statement that Decaminada 
bought his villa in Tuscany for 
a million euros — "essentially 
with the proceeds of his 
crime". 

"The investigation traced 
fraud for a total of 14 million 
euros," the police said. 

Italian media said police 
linked four million euros of 
that total directly to Decami¬ 
nada. 

Two businessmen are also 
under investigation and have 
also been placed under house 
arrest. 

The hospital belongs to the 
"Congregation of the Sons of 
the Immaculate Conception", 
which was set up in the 19th 
century and became well- 
known for producing creams 
to treat ringworm. 

The congregation manages 
two other hospitals. 

The police said it had found 
daily operations in which the 
priest took money from the 
hospital as "reimbursement of 
costs" without justification. 

The hospital has not paid its 
1,500 employees including 
300 doctors for several 
months. 



Billionaire prince calls on 
Saudi to introduce polls 



RIYADH (AFP) - Saudi bil¬ 
lionaire prince Alwaleed bin 
Talal has called for parliamen¬ 
tary elections in the absolute 
monarchy where the king 
names members of a toothless 
Shura consultative council. 

Prince Alwaleed, the richest 
Arab businessman and a 
nephew of King Abdullah, said 
in a television interview the 
monarch's January decision to 
appoint 30 women to the coun¬ 
cil was "very important" but 
needed to go further. 

"For this to become historic, 
I think two things are essential: 
first, elections, even if partial, 
and, more importantly, (giv¬ 
ing) powers," he said in the in¬ 
terview aired on several 
channels, most belonging to 
his media empire. 

The prince also said that 
ending a ban on women driv¬ 


ing in Saudi Arabia was a mat¬ 
ter of time, despite strong re¬ 
sistance from religious 
conservatives in the desert 
kingdom that is the birthplace 
of Islam. 

"I think that driving (for 
women) is definitely coming," 
he said, playing up the eco¬ 
nomic benefits of saving 
wages paid to foreign drivers. 

Prince Alwaleed regretted 
the "negative" outcome of 
Arab Spring uprisings, saying 
the politics of new Islamist- 
dominated governments "do 
not reflect the aspirations of 
the people ... for freedom and 
justice." 

The uprisings which top¬ 
pled strong Arab leaders would 
not reach the Gulf monarchies, 
where "the leaders look after 
the interests of their peoples," 
said the prince.

Despite their 2-0 goal cush¬ 
ion, Bayern manager Jupp 
Heynckes said: "It doesn't 
change anything for us.

The good news is that the break isn’t in his throwing 
arm, so Weaver should be able to return with no set¬ 
backs once the arm heals. Of greater concern is whether 
Weaver’s right arm is also injured. 


Boxings Japan's Yamanaka 
maintains WBC title 
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— Entertainment mogul and 
rapper Jay-Z has started the 
process of divesting his small 
share of ownership with the 
Brooklyn Nets to extend his 
Roc Nation Sports representa¬ 
tion business into basketball 
NBA rules mandate that no 
one individual affiliated with a 
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player representation com¬ 
pany can have an ownership 
stake with an NBA team. 

Jay-Z's Roc Nation com¬ 
pany has partnered with Cre¬ 
ative Artists Agency (CAA) to 
launch a sports representation 
business that recently secured 
New York Yankees star 
Robinson Cano. 

The process is expected to 
be completed in time for Roc 
Nation to compete for players 
entering the June NBA draft, 
but there's no guarantee of the 
timing, sources said. 

Among NBA, NBPA and 
Nets constituencies, there are 
several hurdles to overcome 
before a formal announcement 
will be made. 


AUGUSTA (AFP) - Tiger 
Woods says he is enjoying a 
more balanced life in many 
ways, but his hunger to over¬ 
take Jack Nicklaus' career 
record of 18 major golf titles 
remains as great as ever. 

"I would like to be able to 
get to that point," Woods said 
Tuesday. "It took Jack a while 
to get to 18, all the way until he 
was 46 years old, so there's 
plenty of opportunities for me." 

The 3 7-year-old American 
seeks his 15th major title start¬ 
ing Thursday in the 77th Mas¬ 
ters at Augusta National, 
where Woods has won four 
times but has not taken home 
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the green jacket since 2005. 

Woods has not won any 
major title since the 2008 US 
Open, hindered by nagging leg 
injuries and an infamous sex 
scandal that led to a divorce, 
but he has won three times this 
year and hopes to end his 
major drought. 

World No. 1 Woods made it 
clear that he thinks that, on the 
verge of his 19th Masters start, 
he is only halfway through his 
career and that he will have 
many more years to chase his 
boyhood dream of passing 
Nicklaus. 

"That's one of the neat 
things about our career — it's 
so long," Woods said. "We 
have an opportunity to play ba¬ 
sically 30 years solidly at a 
high level. Some of the guys 
come out here at 20 and have 
done well into their 50s. 

Woods revealed last month 
his new girlfriend is US ski 
star Lindsey Vonn and on 
Tuesday showed a more re¬ 
laxed side than in a typical 
Masters week. 


"I think life is all about hav¬ 
ing a balance and trying to find 
equilibrium and not getting 
things one way or the other 
and I feel very balanced," 
Woods said. "It's just a balance 
in life and I think that's what 
you're seeing." 

There clearly is something 
to see, a lighter tone than 
Woods has adopted, partly 
from the fact he made himself 
the man to beat this week with 
wins at Torrey Pines, Doral 
and Bay Hill and stronger put¬ 
ting than he has had in years. 

"I feel comfortable with 
every aspect of my game," 
Woods said. "I feel that I've 
improved and I've got more 
consistent and I think the wins 
show that. 

"It's something that I'm 
proud of so far this year and 
hopefully I can continue it this 
week and the rest of the year." 

Woods said that he stopped 
playing early morning practice 
rounds in favor of later ses¬ 
sions this week because he 
"just wanted to mess with (re¬ 
porters). Did it work? 
Maybe?" 

Woods pondered being an 
elder statesman at Augusta as 
an honorary starter the way 
Nicklaus, Arnold Palmer and 
Gary Player are this year. 

"What's the minimum age, 
70-plus?" Woods said with a 
smile. "Jack's the youngest 
right now. Yeah, that's a long 
time. Let me just try to get to 
40 first."

Cabr¬ 
era's fourth-inning homer, 
which just cleared the right- 
field fence, made him the 
first player to have 100 at 
Comerica Park. 

Anibal Sanchez (1-0) held 
Toronto to two runs in seven 
innings and struck out eight. 
Alex Avila had a solo homer 
— his second this season — 


Prince Fielder added an 
RBI double and Matt Tu- 
iasosopo chipped in an 
RBI single for the Tigers. 

Melky Cabrera had 
three hits, including the 
1,000th of his career, and 
drove in a run for Toronto. 
Jose Bautista returned to 
the Blue Jays lineup after 
missing three games with 
a right ankle sprain. Serv¬ 
ing as the designated hit¬ 
ter, Bautista went hitless in 
four at-bats. 

Toronto starter Brandon 
Morrow (1-0) gave up five 
runs and nine hits in 3 2/3 
innings to absorb the loss 
in Toronto's first road 
game. He allowed single 
runs in the first and second 
inning and left after surren¬ 
dering Cabrera's two-out 
homer. 

Detroit left fielder Don 
Kelly robbed Blue Jays 
catcher J.P. Arencibia of a 
second-inning homer, leaping 
and crashing into the left- 
field fence in the process. 
Kelly started because Tigers 
designated hitter Victor Mar¬ 
tinez missed the game after 
suffering a cut on his right 
thumb that required eight 
stitches. Andy Dirks, the reg¬ 
ular left fielder, served as the 
DH. 

Morrow also got an assist 
from his defense in the third, 
as right fielder Rajai Davis 
threw out Hunter at home 
after a Cabrera single. 


Champions League quarter-final: 

Real Madrid into last four despite defeat

STANBUL (AFP) - Real 
Madrid withstood a second- 
half onslaught from 
Galatasaray to qualify for their 
third successive Champions 
League semi-final 5-3 on ag¬ 
gregate, despite losing 3-2 on 
the night. 

Already leading 3-0 from 
the first-leg last week, it took 
Los Blancos just eight minutes 
to build on their advantage as 
Sami Khedira crossed for Cris- 


tiano Ronaldo to prod home 
from close range. 

However, after Ronaldo 
had missed a guilt edged op¬ 
portunity to double his tally on 
the night, Galatasaray pro¬ 
duced a remarkable comeback 
as Emmanuel Eboue thumped 
in an equaliser from the edge 
of the box. 

Wesley Sneijder and Didier 
Drogba then added two goals 
in a minute to ensure a nervy 


final 18 minutes for Madrid. 

Alvaro Arbeloa saw two 
quick-fire yellow cards a 
minute from time to ensure he 
will miss the first-leg of the 
semi-final, before Ronaldo 
sealed Madrid’s path into the 
last four with another sweet 
strike in stoppage time. 

Madrid had been warned 
about the wall of noise they 
would face in Istanbul but just 
like in the first leg, they started 
in perfect fashion. 

While in Germany Borussia 
Dortmund scored twice in 
added time to seal a dramatic 
3-2 quarter-final, second-leg 
win at home to Malaga on 
Tuesday to reach the last four 
of the Champions League. 

Dortmund go through 3-2 
on aggregate after last 
Wednesday's first leg finished 
goalless and are into the semi¬ 
finals for the first time since 
1998. 
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
